storm at Naples, Dies 


In Hospital 


TEXARKANA, May 16.—A valiam 


12-day battlc-Hgainst death was end- 
ed in Michael Mcaghcr hospital at 
G p. in. Thursday when Don Jones, 
IV-ycar-old Foukc high school stu- 
dent, succumbed to injuries received 
in a windstorm near Naples, May 3. 


Two operations and as many blood 


transfusions' were 
useless after 
12 


days in which surgeons attempted to 
keep the flicker of life in the youth's 
body glowing. 


Dr. C. M. Jiinell, Foukc physician, 


who was with Jones when a. large 
limb was blown from a tree in the 
woods in which they were squirrel 
hunting and hurled against the body 
of the youth, submitted the blood for 
the two transfusions. 


The blow from the large limb broke 


Jones' spine and punctured his liidnoy. 
Although the spine was broken clear 
of a vertebrae, the punctured kidney 
hindered the youth's progress from 
the outset, physicians said. 


Throughout the 12 days in which 


Jones was confined in the hospital, at- 
tendants expressed hope daily that ho 
would recover. His unusual stamina 
was attributed to the prolonged de- 
feat in his fight against death. 


The youth was brought to Texar- 


Icana from Naples the day, after the 
acidcnt, having been kept in a physi- 
cian's office there through the night. 
He was believed dying upon arrival 
here, but a rally resulted in a faint 
hope for his life by physicians. 


According to Dr. Junull. who relat- 


ed the story of the accident after ar- 
riving here, he and the youth were 
trapped in a dense forest when the 
windstorm struck the vicinity. They 
were.racing for a clearing when the 
talal limb was blown against Jones. 


Jones is survived by his paronts, 


Mi1, and Mrs. . R. Jones, of Fuukc, 
and a sister, Miss Mary Anno Jones, 
also of Fouke.

A small decrease was reported in

printing establishments.
